Probably thoro Is not one smoker in 
a thousand who would not bo surprised 
and, in fact, Incredulous if he wore told 
that tho color of a cigar is absolutely 
no guide to Its strength. Yet such is 
tin* case and a fact well known to ci­ 
gar manufacturers and Importers. The 
belief of smokers that cigars of dark 
color are strong and those of ii lighter 
shade are milder is, in point of fact, as 
fallacious as it is general. This Is but 
one of tunny delusions harbored by 
consumers of tobacco which practiced 
cigar mon have smiled at and indulge i 
from time immemorial. 
A maker of Havana cigars uses but 
one grade or blend of tobacco in the 
body or tiller of ids elgars. Exactly the 
same stock is used in bis Conchas as in 
his perfectos, in his claros its in his 
maduros. After Hie cigars are made, 
however, his “selector” takes them In 
hand and classifies them according to 
t A relative shades of the wrappers. 
This is done to effect a uniformity in 
the appearance of each box of cigars 
and to enable the dealer to readily in­ 
dulge tile whims of the self deluded 
smoker. 
Inasmuch as the wrapper constitutes 
not more than one-tenth of the cigar, It 
will readily tie seen that the degree of 
its strength or mildness Is very Incon­ 
siderable in effect. In this connection, 
however, It is Interesting to note Unit 
tobacco tradesmen versed in the intrl 
cacies of the industry rigidly bar the 
light colored wrapper from their own 
smoking tables, knowing that it gener­ 
ally indicates that the leaf was prema­ 
turely cut and improperly cured and 
that it impairs the flavor and burn of 
the cigar, ('litmus, who, by the way 
are notably partial to mild tobacco, 
avoid smoking light colored cigars Just 
as they avoid eating a green orange or 
an unrii>€ banana. 
The prejudice of these natives and of 
tobacco tradesmen Is a logical one and 
serves to throw Into boki relief a pe­ 
culiar misconception of facts which Is 
both amusing and embarrassing to 
venders of the fragrant weed. 
Whether cigar smokers will ever 
awaken to the fact that a dark cigar is 
if anything 
milder 
and 
invariably 
sweeter and more aromatic than 
light cigar remains to be seen.—Tobac­ 
co Leaf.

the Council Meeting 


Tim most important matter coining 
up at the council meeting last evening 
was tho matter of the compensation to 
be allowed the city assessor for making 
the personal property assessment. 
At 
the last meeting the council passed a 
resolution Hxing it at 8700.00. This res­ 
olution was vetoed and the matter 
of passing it over tho veto was up 
last night. 
By a vote of seven to 
three the 
council sustained 
Mayor 
O'Brien in his action. The vote on pas­ 
sing the resolution stood: Ayes Hal- 
laday, Opsahl and Miller. Nays (pard­ 
ner, Peterson, Squires, Armstrong, Bak­ 
er, i ’arrar and President Johnson. 
The members were all present at tho 
regular meeting of the city council when 
President Johnson's gavel fell. 
Tho usual grist of bills carne up for 
consideration and everything that had 
the necessary O. K. went through as 
though greased. 
The tirst snag struck was a little item 
for 84.50 in Supt. Peterson's bill for an 
advertisement of the city electric light 
department on a so called union label 
directory issued by one Kinney. 
The 
city council rebelled at paying for ad­ 
vertisements not ordered by the coun­ 
cil, Alderman Farfar remarking that 
the city had no competition in the busi­ 
ness and did not need to advertise. 
The last bill for hall rent for Co. F in 
the amount of 820.85 to Geo. Gardner 
was allowed. 
The electric light committee asked 
further time in tile matter of the sale of 
the scrap iron and it was granted. 
Further time was also granted the 
street committee on grading east Front 
street. 
The tire committee was instructed to 
try a couple of horses owned in the city 
and thought to be a good match. 
The city clerk was authorized to ad­ 
vertise for bids for moving the South­ 
east Brainerd hose house to lots order­ 
ed purchased some time ago. 
A petition was presented for a hy‘ 
drant at tho corner of 3rd and Holly 
streets and was referred to the tire com­ 
mittee to report at next meeting. 
A petition for a new street east of 
16th street in Southeast Brainerd was 
referred to the street committee and 
city engineer to report at next meeting. 
Proposals were ordered advertised for 
the construction of such sidewalks as 
may be ordered by the city this season. 
Then came the 
most 
important 
business of the evening, tho ques­ 
tion of the veto by Mayor O'Brien of 
the resolution fixing tho salary of the 
assessor at 8700 A motion was made to 
pass the resolution over the mayor’s 
head but it only received three votes, as 
stated above. Then a resolution was 
offered by Alderman Farrar fixing the 
amount at 8500. Alderman Halladay 
moved an amendment that it be $600 
but was ruled out of order and the reso­ 
lution was put upon its passage, result­ 
ing! Ayes, Gardner; Peterson, Squires, 
Armstrong, Baker, Farrar, 4. 
Nays, 
Halladay, Opsahl, Mill, Mr. President. 
The question of sprinkling the streets 
was also up, the party doing the sprink­ 
ling had asked that as many business 
houses had refused to pay the city to 
make up the deficit. The council order 
od the usual amount, 850, for sprinkling 
the squares at the intersection of the 
streets paid but declined to pay more.
